P. R. it would be the privilege of that’ com- 
y toallow any statements regarding them 
y their agents that they might please; but 
when the Territorial revenue is drawn upon for 
expenses in this connection, the Territories, and 
not only one or two sections, should receive 
whatever benefit can accrue. Speaking for this 
district, we only want such notice as the exhi- 
bits we-send entitles us to; but we want that, 
and will have it or know for why.

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DEBENTURES. 

Notice has been given of the intention of the 
council to borrow $10.000 upon the credit of the 
town of Edmonton. This proposition is of the 
very greatest importance tothe present and 
future welfare of the town. The proposed loan 
cannot be negotiated without the express sanc- 
tion of the ratepayers, which sanction is to be 
given or witheld on the 17th of October next. 
An issue of debentures is @ mortgage upon the 
private property comprised within the limits of 
the town, and the ratepayers, the men whose 
property it is proposed to mortgage, will do well 
to consider the question in all its phases before 
giving their consent. Of course, it is quite the 
custom—especially in the west—as soon as in- 
corporation is effected, whether it be county, 
town or school district, to use the credit there- 
by acquired for the purpose of borrowing money. 
Indeed it would seem that the ability to borrow 
money acquired through incorporation, was 
the chief reason in the minds of some people 
for desiring it; and so, on the other hand, the 
danger of being unduly burdened in this way is 
the great objection made by another very large 
number to incorporation. The advisability of 
using the credit of a corporation depends 
entirely | upon the circumstances = of 
each case. When a _ town is newly 
organized ite credit is at its best, but at the 
same time its needs are greatest. It is quite 
natural that in trying to meet the needs of a 
new town those who have charge of its affairs 


should draw upon ite credit to meet necéssary‘ 


expenditures for permanent improvements. 
The chief point on which there is room fora 
difference of opinion is the degree of necessity 
which exists for each proposed expenditure. 
This differs in every town according to the situ- 
ation and circumstances of each. In one place 
the question is sewerage, in another waterworks, 
in another levelling the streets, and in atill 
others—and to this class Edmonton belongs— 
the question is improvement of railway connec- 
tion. When the incorporation of Edmonton 
was first talked of, the main object was acknow- 
ledged onall hands to bethe securing of a 
bridge across the Saskatchewan and the location 
of the railway terminus at the most convenient 
point for the business interests of the town. 
These objects have not yet been attained. True 
the town has grown and prospered exceedingly 
without them, but the necessity of their attain- 
ment is as great as ever, and indeed is constant- 
ly increasing. There can be no question in the 
mind of any man that however greatly our 
town has prospered in the past thirteen months, 
since the railway was completed, it would pros- 
per very much more if the terminus were more 
canveniently situated and the Saskatchewan 
were bridged. We have a reasonable claim 
upon the government for the bridge and upon 
the railway company for the proposed extension, 
but this claim is not likely to be recognized 
unlesswe are prepared to press it by offering 
to share the expense. Our total available 
credit 1s $66,436, according to the present as- 
sesment of the town. te the 
preamble of the by-law we have already 
teken up $17,802 of this crediz by ex:

If we lay on another $10,000 our possible 
credit; will be tetluced’ go greatly that 
our farther efforts to secure a suitable railway 
terminus, and the bridging of the river will’ be 
seriously crippled. 

The value of property in this town depends 
upon its retaining its position as the trade 
centre of the Edmonton district and the Mac- 
kenzie basin. Toinsure, beyond. -any question, 
its retaining that Podiion shonild be the care as 
it is the interest of every ratepayer, and to en- 
sure this every means should be taken to place 
it in the best possible position towards the rail 
way. Todo this it will be necessary to use our 
credit perhaps to the fullest extent, and until 
this is done any reduction of our credit for any 
other purpose must be ednsidered to be a mis- 
take, which, should it be made, it is to be hoped 
will not be a fatal mistake,

As there are a large number of new settlers 
in the district this fall it is pérhaps well to 
draw their attention pointedly to the danger 
from prairie fires how coming on. In @ day or 
two the mass Of rank vegetation which covers 
the country will in all probability be as dry as 
tinder, and a spark accidently dropped may do 
incalculable damage. It isthe duty of every 
person to be careful to the vetty greatest extent 
about allowing fire to ¢s ape, and it is also the 
duty of every one to provide as compléte pro- 
t2ction as possible to his own property whether 
hay stacks, grain stacks or buildings. Good 
fire breaks should be plowed around all proper- 
ty likely to be reached by a prairie fire; anid 
ever ssible means taken to prevent loss. 
If the fall happens to be short and damp the 
danger is not great, but if it is long and dry 
there is almost a certainty of loss to some o: 6, 
which should, as far as possible, be provided 
against.
